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SUMMARY ANALYSIS

House bill 1619 allows a student’s senior photograph to appear in the yearbook as long as the picture meets
the reasonable specifications for senior pictures, even if the picture was taken by a photographer not under
contract with the school district.

The bill may increase the number of students who choose to buy senior photographs from vendors not under
contract with the district school board.

. SUBSTANTIVE ANALYSIS
HOUSE PRINCIPLES ANALYSIS:

Safeguards individual liberty- The bill increases the options of a student in their senior year to use a
photograph for the yearbook not taken by the school district’s contracted photographer.

EFFECT OF PROPOSED CHANGES:

Florida law grants local district school boards authority to control K-12 education operations in the
district. Educational curricula, facilities operation and maintenance, student discipline and attendance
policies, transportation, reporting and record keeping are among the duties prescribed to district school
boards in statute.
